We place before our readers a special 
Drama Number of the Bulletin of Bibliog- 
raphy. Dr. W. Dawson Johnston of St. 
Paul Public Library writes on ‘Public 
Libraries and the Drama;’’ Mr. Barrett H. 
Clark, a director of the Drama League of 
America, and author of “British and Ameri- 
can Drama of To-day,” and other works 
in this field, contributes a paper on “The 
Drama League and the Libraries.” We 
thus cover both points of view on the subject 
of Libraries and the Drama. We begin 
the publication of Miss Foshay’s ‘“Bib- 
liography of Twentieth Century Drama; 
American, English and Irish,’ by giving 
the English list: — Plays by English authors

Under ‘“‘Magazine Notes” will be found 
a record of new dramatic periodicals and 
finally the Quarterly Dramatic Index for 
April-June, 1915, makes a suitable ending 
to our Dramatic Number.

In this issue we are glad to give a portrait 
of John Thomson, who has been the efficient 
librarian of the Philadelphia Free Library, 
since its establishment in 1894. It has been 
our intention from the beginning not to 
confine our portraits to leaders whose work 
is closed. Dr. Thomson deserves a high 
place among living librarians for the success 
with which, under many adverse conditions, 
he has built up in Philadelphia, a library 
system adequate to the public need, and 
doing a work which will compare favorably 
with that in any other large city. Previous 
to being called to his present position, he 
was private librarian first to Clarence H. 
Clark, of Philadelphia, for eight years, then 
to Jay Gould for three years. 

He has held the office of President of the 
Keystone Library Association, and of the 
Pennsylvania Library Club, and is a member 
of the Pennsylvania Library Commission, 
and of the Council of the American Library 
Association. He is Treasurer of the Phil- 
obiblon Club of Philadelphia, and an 
authority on Incunabula. 


BRITISH PERIODICAL INDEXES 


Our British library friends, as a result 
of the paper at their 1913 conference by Mr. 
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T. W. Lyster of the National Library, at 
Dublin, showing the evident need of some- 
thing to take the place of Poole’s Index, 
have now a of indexes in the field. 
The Librarian offers ‘“The Index to Periodi- 
cals, compiled by authorities, arranged by 
A. C. Piper, Public Library, Winchester, 
under the general editorship of Alex. J. 
Phillip. Crown quarto, cloth, vol. 1, April— 
Sept., 1914, is now ready, 21 shillings; vol. 2, 
Oct., 1914-Mar., 1915, is in tlie press. 
Subscription 36 shillings per anum. 

The “Periodical Index committee of the 
Library Association, apparently ignoring 
this index, undertaken evidently without their 
official approval, have now issued a circular 
giving details of “a provisional scheme 
arrived at between your committee and the 
proprietors of The Atheneum for the publica- 
tion of an Index to Periodicals on the lines 
advocated by Mr. Lyster in 1913.” It is 
to be a monthly Subject Index to principal 
contents of the leading English serials, and 
to be republished in one alphabet as a cloth 
volume, at the end of each year. Price to 
be £2-10s, 50% discount if second or addi- 
tional copies are ordered. 

Thus we have the “official” and unofficial 
plans. No comment on the merits of either 
can be made until we receive the first issues. 
But it is to be regretted that the two plans 
cannot be brought together and one index 
published so that the support, always meagre 
at best in such enterprises, might all be 
available for the one project, — we doubt 
if Great Britain could support two such 
indexes, even in time of peace.

While it omits all 
terms given by Mr. Walter, and has but few abbre- 
viations, we find 263 es of “technical terms” in 
eight languages (Danish, Dutch, French, German, 
Italian, Latin, Spanish, Swedish) used by book sellers, 
publishers and manufacturers, printers, pa pose makers, 
a a book-binders as well as_ bibliographers. 

This is a much broader scope than that covered by 
Mr. Walter. 

Mr. Moth, whose “Glossary of Library Terms” 
was recently’ published, has n for many years 
gathering material for this compilation, and has 
included as the first chapter of the book a dictionary 
of English technical terms used in printing, paper- 
making and the book trades with synonyms in the 
other eight languages. This feature of the book will 
be found especially useful, and is really an index to 
the rest of the book. It covers 86 of the 263 pages.

Instruction in the Use of Books and Libraries 


Lucy E. Fay and ANNE T. EATON. Instruction 
in the Use of Books and Libraries. 

A text-book for Normal Schools and Colleges. This 
text-book covers an actual need in giving courses in 
library methods to teachers. Teaching outlines 
by several authors have been issued but there has 
been no one text-book to put into the hands of Normal 
School students. To teach students how to use books 
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and libraries, so that they may in turn impart this 
information to children in schools is the first p 

of this book, and its authors, themselves librarians 
as well as teachers, have well covered this subject. 

To help teachers acquire that knowledge which a 
teacher must have in order to encourage in children 
an appreciation of literature is the second purpose 
the authors of this manual have had before them. 
and Miss Eaton’s treatment of this important sub- 
ject will be found helpful to all librarians where work 
with children is done. 

Finally, in Part Three the purely technical field of 
classification, cataloging, etc., is covered by Miss 
Fay, the aim being to give only the elements necessary 
to the adequate administration of the school library. 

It is at once apparent on examining this volume, 
that it will prove very useful, not only to teachers, but 
to every small library. It condenses and eliminates 
in just the way the small library will find most wel- 
come. Essentials for the little, without the details 
necessary to the big. 

The part of the ae covering children’s literature 
is especially useful and timely, covering nearly 150 
pages, divided into chapters: ‘An Historical Survey 
of Children’s Literature,” ‘The Present Problem of 
Children’s Reading,” ‘Fairy Tales,” ‘Poetry,’ 
“Classics for Children,” “Children’s Stories,” ‘Other 
Books for Children,” “Illustrations of Children’s 
Books,” ‘Choice of Editions,” ‘Children’s Maga- 
zines,”’ “‘Lists of Children’s Books.’’ Wherever chil- 
dren come to read, this volume will be a welcome 
source-book for the librarian in charge. 

In Part One is a thirty-page list a books for a high 
school library, and forty pages devoted to general 
and special reference books, with good lists. The 
book has 17 illustrations and 53 figures or repro- 
——e of catalog cards. An index completes the 
volume.

HITCHLER, THERESA. Cataloging for Small Libra- 
ries. Revised edition. 

This book of 316 pages has recently come forth. 
It is surprisingly larger than the earlier publication, 
but the author well says in her preface that the small 
library does not by any means presuppose a collec- 
tion ‘of simple books. Points in cataloging arise 
which seem to justify this amplified edition of a useful 
work. The experience of the author as a lecturer on 
her subject shows in the very clear arrangement of 
the topics covered.

FIRKINS, INA TEN Eyck. Index to short stories. 
A royal octavo, or small quarto volume of 273 
in double column has just appeared that should 
delight the hearts of all reference librarians, and 
those having occasion to hunt up short stories. 
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All the short stories of nearly three hundred writers 
have been made available, as well as selected stories 
of some one hundred and twenty-three minor authors. 
The arrangement is in one alphabet, by title and 
author, — and under each author all his stories are 
listed, as well as in their lar alphabetical place. 

The analysis of Kipling being especially noticed 
in the publishers announcement, we turned to that 
portion of the book, as we have been especially 
interested in Kipling’s contributions to periodicals. 
We fail to find many references to important periodi- 
cals. The “Just So Stories” ap’ in St. Nicholas, 
but no mention of that source is made, though every 
public library has St. Nicholas available. “How 
the Whale got his Tiny Throat” was printed in St. 
Nicholas in 1897. ‘‘How the Whale got his Skin,” is 
referred to in the present book. Seems as if he must 
have got it from the rhinoceros just above, when 
the compositor was not looking. “Collar-Wallah” 
was also in St. Nicholas. “Enlightenments of 
Pagett, M. P.’”’ was in Coarenears vol. 58, not 68, 
as the printer makes it read. ‘Flag of their Country” 
was also printed in McClure’s, vol. 13; “Fo ly 
Bridge” is noted as in ‘‘Daily Express, June 15, 1900"; 
rather a blind reference. Collier's Weekly, July 4, 
1900, would have been easier to find. arm” was 
also in Saturday Evening Post, Dec. 27, 1899. We 
surely read “Editha’s Burglar’ in St. Nicholas, when 
we were a child. No reference to this source of Mrs. 
Burnett’s story is found. 

Still such a work should not be criticised too 
harshly for omissions when it really does fill so well 
the ever present need of a short-story indicator. It 
will save countless minutes of valuable time in many 
a library.

Ireland’s history 
is as well covered as the present day aspect of the 
cities and countryside. the illustrations, most of 
them from the author’s camera, give added interest.

The issue will be in sets of 
ten cards, each set to include a recent book, 
thus covering not only the past, but keeping 
the index up to date. The cards are neatly 
printed on gray paper, and are sold in sets of 
ten at 10 cents, and slightly less when 500 or 
more are subscribed for at once.

The Opera Magazine, an illustrated periodical

This quarto monthly has now 
been running for a year and a half, and has not only 
good portraits, nearly all at them full page, but in- 
teresting and well written articles.

The Movie Magazine, a national motion-picture 
magazine, volume 1, no. 1, March, 1915, comes to 
hand from Los les, California. 

It’sa quarto, well illustrated, and mostly given up to 
news items of the new art, and notes about its actors. 
While March had 32 pages, June has 48. A healthy 
child surely. 

Public Affairs Information Service. Bi-Monthly 
Cumulation. is new publication of the H. W. 
Wilson Company of which the March 1915 issue 
(vol. 1, no. 2) has just come to hand, makes a good 
appearance and will be welcomed by all who have 
to do with public affairs, legislative and state prob- 
lems, or with municipal subjects. It is printed in 
the style familiar to users of the Readers’ Guide, and 
the other indexes issued by the Wilson Company. 
A weekly Bulletin is issued to the codperating in- 
stitutions, and these are cumulated bi-monthly, 
until at the end of the year the final issue will come 
as a bound volume. For the cumulated numbers, 
exclusive of the weekly Bulletin, $25.00 a year is 
charged. The cost of the full service is $100.00 a

Minnesota History Bulletin, vol. 1, no. 1, February, 
1915. A quarterly publication of the Minnesota 
Historical iety, St. Paul, which will be sent free 
to members, and to other institutions. Copies sold 
will be priced separately, as the issues will vary con- 
siderably in size. Edited by Solon J. Buck; the first 
issue has but one article, “ relation of the State 
to Historical Work,” by C. W. Alvord, followed by 
8 pages of ‘““Minnesota Historical Society Notes.” 

Reference Bulletin, published by the Index Office, 
Chicago, has appeared. Vol. 1, no. 1 is April, 1915. 
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The subscription price, it is announced, will depend 
on the number of subscribers received before the 
second number is published. A rather indefinite 
price, we should think, but we wish the undertaking 
all success. 

Technical Book Review Index, prepared by the 
Carnegie Library, Pittsburgh, and published by the 
Index Office, Chicago. This quarterly, of which no. 1 
is dated April, 1915, should be a welcome visitor to 
all who have occasion to use technical books, or who 
are interested in science in any of its branches. 
$3.00 a year, quarterly.

DRAMA NOTES 


The World Drama Prompters, of La Jolla, Cal., 
have issued a little 434 x 6 inch booklet. Bibliog- 
raphy of published plays and other dramatic liter- 
ature, available in English. Part I covers plays 
arranged by playwrights. Part II criticism, essays, 
etc., also by author. The little book ends with an 
index by title to the plays covered. 

It seems strange that no mention of The Dramatic 
Index is made in the lists of books, though such works 
as ‘‘Who’s Who in the Theatre” find a place. 


JAMES SHIRLEY, DRAMATIST, a biographical and 
critical study by Arthur Huntington Nason. 


This beautifully printed and finished book, pub- 
lished by the author and the product of the De Vinne 
Press, has just appeared. r. Nason’s aim is to clear 
up inaccuracies in previous accounts of Shirley, the 
tga dramatic oe in the Reign of Charles the 

irst, and give him his true place in romantic tragedy 
and comedy. A scholarly work covering his life and 
plays and supplemented by an annotated bibliog- 
graphy of both his published works — chronlogically 
arranged — and of works containing references to 
Shirley.

PUBLIC LIBRARIES AND THE DRAMA 
By W. Dawson Johnston, Librarian St. Paul Public Library 


The importance of drama libraries was 
shown by such men as Bronson Howard, 
called ‘‘Dean of the American drama,” Clyde 
Fitch, and Augustin Daly. 

Howard bequeathed his library to the 
Dramatists’ Club in New York; a large part 
of the Fitch library was given to Amherst 
College; the Daly library, perhaps the 


finest of its kind ever formed, was scattered. 

Howard felt so strongly the importance of 
a professional library relating to the drama 
that in his bequest to the Dramatists’ Club 
he included not only his library but a fund 
of $5,000 for its increase. The well-known 
dramatic critic, Mr. Montrose J. Moses, is 
not satisfied with this, however. A club 
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library is not adequate, he says; the drama- 
tic library we need should be a public one. 
It should not be made part of a university 
library, because a university cannot keep pace 
with any other than academic interests; 
it should not be made part of a public library 
because the public library cannot do more 
than satisfy the demands of the general 
reader. “I do not care to see a dramatic 
library lost amidst other collections,” he 
says (American dramatist (1911) p. 276-87). 

Whether it be possible at present to estab- 
lish useful professional libraries in university 
and public libraries or not, it is becoming 
each year more important to do so in the 
interest of both the dramatist and the 
student of the drama, the professional and 
the amateur, the playwright and the play- 
goer. Among the universities Harvard, 
Yale, Columbia and Pennsylvania already 
have noteworthy collections, and among 
city libraries those of New York and Boston 
already compare favorably with the largest 
university library collections. (New York's 
oriental drama was described in its Bulletin, 
10:251; 11:18; its Beck collection of prompt 
books in its Bulletin, Feb. 1906, p. 100-48.)* 

In the development of the drama depart- 
ment of a public library affiliation with 
national and local societies and clubs is of 
the greatest importance. The most prom- 
inent of these is the Drama League of 
America, 736 Marquette Building, Chicago. 
Its published bibliographies, drama study 
courses, and bulletins are most useful. 
Among its bibliographies are ‘‘A selective 
list of essays and books about the drama and 
the theatre.”” “A list of plays for drama 
study to be obtained for 75c. or less per 
copy,” a “list of books and plays, the total 
cost of which will not exceed $50, which 
should be in every public library,” “Plays 
for amateur acting,” and ‘‘Plays for children.” 
The American Pageant association, 400 
Metropolitan Tower, New York, and the 
Educational Dramatic league, 17 E. 38th 
St., New York, should also be noted. 

The library should receive even greater 
assistance from local societies and clubs. 
In Evanston the Drama Club gives $300 a 
year to the Public Library for the drama 
department. Amateur players may also 
give entertainments for the benefit of this 
department. And the library in turn may 
be of the greatest service to clubs in docu- 
menting plays and in advertising them. 


probably in November next 
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Scope of Collections. 


The definition of the scope of a drama 
library given by Mr. Moses is suggestive. 
In general, he says, the material to be col- 
lected may be classed as either historical, 
theoretical, or practical. ‘In the first of 
these divisions there should be placed (1) 
the lives of the players and of all those 
connected with the stage in any way; (2) 
the stage history of plays; (3) the record of 
performances and the preservation of pro- 
grams; (4) collections of pictures and plans, 
together with (5) the histories of theatres 
as homes for the acted drama. There would 
likewise be made available (6) complete 
bibliographies of all topics likely to be of 
immediate service to specialists. 

‘*In the second should be gathered books of 
a critical cast, treating (1) of the drama and 
its evolution, (2) of the plays in their con- 
struction (3) of the dramatists and critics 
in relation to their theories and practice, 
(4) of characters and their various inter- 
pretations, in such style as is suggested in 
the Variorum Shakespeare, and finally (5) 
of the drama and its place in society. 

“In the third division should be gathered 
(1) every detail which bears upon the theatre 
as a working proposition; one should be 
able to obtain suggestions and _ historical 
guidance (2) for all designs of costume, and 
(3) for particular furniture or architecture 
peculiar to any special period. There should 
also be every facility (4) for tracing the 
entire evolution of the mechanism of the 
stage, such as the progress of lighting.”’ 

The smaller library can, of course, make 
only a selection from the more popular 
literature upon these subjects — the Drama 
league library Committee indicated a col- 
lection costing not less than $50.00 as a 
minimum; but all properly organized li- 
braries may undertake the collection of 
everything relating to local dramatic history, 
pictures of theatre buildings and actors, and 
stage scenes, theatre hand bills and such 
material of this character as comes to them. 
At any rate they should seek to give their 
collections in this direction the same measure 
of completeness which they have in other 
departments of local history.

In the collection of the more popular 
literature of the drama the catalogues of the

For reference use the most useful books 
in addition to those published by the Drama 
league are Wentworth Hogg’s “Guide to 
selecting plays’’ and ““The Dramatic Index, 
1909 to date, edited ‘by F. W. Faxon, an 
index to dramatic literature in American and 
English periodicals, including texts, biogra- 
phies, and reviews. This index is continued 
quarterly in the Bulletin of Bibliography. 

The larger libraries will also secure, if possi- 
ble, Wegelin’s ‘“‘Early American plays,”’ and 
Roden’s “‘Later American plays, 1831-1900.”

room, and the important periodicals in the 
periodical room, the more progressive libra- 
ries have special reserve shelves in the refer- 
ence room for classes or clubs pursuing 
special courses in the drama, and special 
shelves in the open shelf room for popular 
dramatic literature, particularly the texts 
of plays produced in local theatres. 

They are also displaying on their bulletin 
boards picture bulletins, with lists of books 
and articles in magazines relating to plays 
produced in local theatres. 

And a few libraries have published in 
separate form or in their bulletin lists of 
dramas in the library, either complete or 
select. A good example of these is the New 
York Public library “‘Plays of thirteen coun- 
tries” just published. 

It is desirable that these bibliographical 
notes be published also in the drama column 
of the local newspapers wherever possible, 
and in the theatre program. 


THE DRAMA LEAGUE AND THE LIBRARIES 


By Barrett H. Clark. Author of ‘“‘British and American Drama of To-day,’’ and a director of 
the Drama League of America 


Just how far the Drama League of America 
is responsible for the immense increase in 
the demand for printed plays during the 
past five years, may still be open to question; 
it is an undoubted fact, however, that it has 
fostered and stimulated that interest through 
its bulletins, its reading lists, and its study 
outlines; and from month to month it is 
called upon to suggest, guide, and help, an 
increasing demand on the part of both 
librarians and those who make of the library 
the center of their interest in books. 

Nowadays, it is practically impossible for 
any but a specialist to keep track of the new 
dramatic publications: plays as well as 
critical and historical matter dealing with 
the drama; and, as the libraries cannot be 
expected to specialize, the need for syste- 
matic help in this direction is felt as an ever- 

owing need. This is the function of the 
potty then, one of its numerous functions. 
During the past few years it has published 
over a dozen of what are acknowledged to be 
among the most valuable catalogs on the 
modern drama in existence. Dramatic ex- 
perts, critics, and other students of the sub- 


ject have made an exhaustive study and 
given the fruits of their labors to the public. 

Two years ago, shortly after the League 
was organized, about a hundred libraries 
were regular members of the League; as a 
result, they received all the League liter- 
ature, made use of the lists in order to start 
separate drama departments, and in many 
instances, organized drama classes, throwing 
open one of their rooms to public meetings 
for the discussion of current plays (on the 
boards), or new plays (recently obtainable 
through the medium of the printed page). 
Of this branch of the work, Mrs. Best (former 
president of the League) wrote two years 


0; 

“To illustrate concretely: The Drama 
League enters a medium-sized town, and 
induces the two or three women’s clubs each 
to take up a course in modern drama, the 
League also interesting the teachers in the 
high school—even persuading the grade 
school to do drama work with the younger 
pupils. Usually there are formed also several 
little reading circles Of course, the first 
demand is for published plays. The stu- 
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dents flock to the libraries to get the desired 
dramas.” ~- 

During the past two years this work has 
more than quadrupled, so that the libraries, 

especially in the smaller Western and mid- 
Western towns, have become veritable study 
centers. As a result, the libraries en- 
courage reading (their chief function) and 
the readers encourage the libraries to in- 
crease and systematize their departments. 

In the great welter of dramatic literature 
which comes weekly from the press, the 
greatest need is for selection (for even the 
great libraries of New York and Chicago do 
not pretend to purchase everything on the 
subject), and again the League offers a 
guiding hand. The Drama Quarterly, pub- 
lished by the League, prints a list, in every 
number, of all the plays and books on the 
theatre, with brief descriptions of each 
work; these are finally collected and printed 
in a large list, the first of which appeared in 
1912, the second of which is to appear 
during the present year. In this way, the 
librarian has no excuse to be at a loss as to 
what plays he should buy or what works he 
should recommend. There are enough books 
on the drama and enough representative 
plays published to enable the beginner, the 
intermediate student, and the advanced 
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scholar, to cover the subject in a thorough- 
going manner. 

Perhaps the greatest need in this direction 
is for a large dramatic library; so far, no 
library has undertaken the task, but even 
the smaller libraries can work toward this 
goal. If I might offer a concrete suggestion 
it would be that each library which is in- 
terested in organizing a dramatic depart- 
ment should gather all the League bulletins 
and lists and study-outlines, together with 
the other valuable drama lists (to be found 
in The Bulletin of Bibliography, in the bul- 
letins of the “World Drama Prompters,” 
etc.) and purchase what books it can, at 
the time they are published. This last 
point is all-important, as drama books after 
a short time have an irritating tendency 
to get out of print. Many valuabie plays 
are now unobtainable which, a very few 
years ago, could be bought at a dollar or 
less. Another important consideration: if 
a librarian has these lists, he will at least 
be able to know what has been published, 
and what is worth buying. It is infinitely 
better to know exactly what you have not, 
than to have what you do not know about. 

The Drama League has made it its busi- 
ness to help the libraries know what they 
have not and help them get what they want.

THE FOLLOW-UP SYSTEM IN SERIAL RECORDS IN THE NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
By Gertrude P. Hill. 


In the order division in the reference de- 
partment of the New York Public Library, 
extensive use is made of steel “‘signals’’ at- 
tached to top edges of cards on which are 
noted records of serial publications ordered 
for purchase or asked for and received as 
gifts. For checking outstanding orders, for 
following up promised or expected gifts, for 
many other purposes they have justified 
their use. They were introduced primarily 
to help in checking up our records of re- 
ceipts of serials. 

signals bearing figures in black 
are used to show the year covered by the 
latest report received by us. The last figure 
of the year is used (¢.g.4—1904 or 1914), 
the position on the card determining whether 
the figure indicates the latest year or ten 
years back. We began with a 7 (1907) 
between the two vertical lines of the ordinary 
catalogue card and worked to the right, so 
that a 4 near the center means 1914, while a 
4 to the left of the vertical line means 1904. 

Three groups of colors were selected be- 
cause the volumes after receipt would go to 
one of three separate catalogues, the docu- 
ment catalogue in the document division, 
the serial catalogue in the cataloguing 
division, or the report catalogue. The latter 
included publications of charitable organ- 
izations, educational institutions, religious 
bodies, etc. It has since been merged with 
the serial and document catalogues, so if 
we were beginning anew we should need 
but two groups of colors. 

The colors used for public documents 
have the following significance: 


Orange, annual, even year 

Yellow, annual split year 

Brown, biennial, even year 

Black, biennial, — oe 
ree used for House and Sen- 

Red, biennial ate journals, legislative 

manuals, collected docu- 

ments, laws and gover- 

nors’ messages. 

Red, in a light and a dark (or maroon) 
shade, was chosen for such important pub- 
lications as legislative journals, collected 
documents, statutes, etc., for purposes of 
emphasis. Plain black signals are used on 
guide cards for a state which has no collected 
documents, to call attention to the extra 
importance of watching each separate card 
in that state. 

On cards for governors’ messages, which 
we are sure to write for, and for any publi- 
cation that reports “‘no mailing list,’’ we 
place signals bearing the names of the months 
using the name of the month in which we 
expect to write. 

For the serial catalogue the following

the center of the card. For an annual docu- 
ment, year ending July, 1914, we would use 
a yellow 4. 

Orange and blue signals without figures 
are used respectively for important docu- 
ments and serial-catalogue begs until they 
answer. We do not find that we need a 
separate color for biennials outside of the 
document work. Our object in showing the 
difference between even and split biennials 
is to distribute the work of stirring more 
evenly through the year, e.g., we pick out 
the yellow signals (split annual) before it is 
time for the orange (even annual), etc. Our 
reason for distinguishing documents from 
other serials is the importance of our docu- 
ment catalogue. A large proportion of our 
begging is for documents, and their slowness 
or absence is more noticed than the other 
serials. 

We do not put signals on every title, as 
in many cases the publications are sent regu- 
larly and there is no need for any follow-up 
system. We use signals for titles not re- 
ceived regularly, for publications not having 
a regular mailing list, for all new titles until 
we find they come promptly, and for import- 
ant begs. 

The work of changing the signals when 
only the figure needs to be changed is done 
byaboy. Newsignals are added by a person 
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who understands the subjects and knows 
how the publications are issued. 

Though signals were first thought of in 
connection with our begging system, they 
are also found useful in our serial order-box. 
In this place they show an outstanding order 
for a current periodical by the month when 
it was ordered, thus enabling us to hurry 
it if it is not promptly received. To help 
us keep track of the amount of money we 
presumably will: have to pay for back vol- 
umes of serials ordered, we place a signal 
on the order card, using the last figure of 
the year. These cards are few in number 
compared with the continuation orders with 
which they are filed, so the labor of revising 
our figures is small with the signals to guide 
us to the cards. For example: In 1915 we 
use a 5: thus a 4 by July 1915 would be so 
old that we could withdraw the order. 
White is the color used in the order-box. 

We use also a few letters both in the gift 
record and order-box: 


P and S ....two special funds used in the 
order-box. 


Signals have been used by us about five 
years and have proved a great blessing. 


II. USEFUL HINTS FOR LIBRARIANS. 


Temporary binding for weeklies. 

The Seattle Public Library, inits Queen Anne Branch, 
fastens the issues of each month of its weeklies to- 
gether for reference use. To a press board, the size 
of the periodical, is glued by one edge, a strip of 
binder’s linen about two inches wide. The four or 
more issues of the month are laid in order upon the 
board, and the linen folded over to form a back to the 
volume, and the numbers are then held together with 
Ballard “Klips,” the month and year being printed 
in black ink on the linen back. These monthly 
“volumes”’ lie, backs out, upon the shelves ready for 
easy reference.
